Desperation Is peeuliarly an imtUmdmal 
pnnsian. ft ia not aontegiona andaooial 
like fearor wnthortiteaKnltantamottona. 
When men anannntar deadly peril and 
struggle with tt with ahaor daaparatton it is 
because they foal tlmt a atill greater peril, 
or fate more repngnant than that inTolTad 
in tlie danger before tlMai, angpito their snr- 
render. And tbqr must feel this, each man 
for hima^ But thia la alao a Tery ex- 
hausting passion. And man do not exhib- 
it it em aMUse, exeept fttfkdiy, in brief pe- 
riods and under tha atr— of aone andden 
and Tiolant Briaia. 

In all great battles there are Inatanew of 
a more or lem nomaroua force getting Into 
positiona where advanfle and retreat are 
equally didtoifc and equally dangerous. 
Sndi aaitwatten la likely to call out for the 
instant desperate fighting. Tliis or a wild 
panic Is Inevitable. Bnt tJke desperate pros- 
pects of the cause In whioh a givan army ia 
contending, is a aonrea of the greatest 
weakness to that army, and nothing else 
And this fact will be all the more aggnt vated 
if the individual membenof the army know 
that by deserting to the enemy they will be 
hospitably received, kindly treated, and 
placed beyond tlie reaoh of danger. So far 
therefore as the confederate proapects exert 
an influence in their steadily waning condi- 
tion on the rebel army, they are sapping its 
strength. Every day brings nsnews of 
constantly increasing desertions to oar 
lines. And now just to the extent of this 
desj.oT<dcncy as to a final trinmphin the 
reb<'l army, will be the mischief it works 
upon that army as a unit. 

No doubt the rebel leaders will be sus- 
tained, many of them, hy desjieration, in 
the linal crash of their schemes. It will l>e 
because death in au.v form it may assume 
on the lield of batll", is more welcome to 
them than to survive the humiliation of 
their unboundeil and maiignant pride, 
iiut the private soldier has no such in- 
centive. And although he may hn\t' 
enough enthusiasm for the cause to 
impart to him no inconsiderable resolu- 
iion and courage, he has not and cannot 
have such a decree (,f it as to be rendered 
thereby a ' <• tmliatant. Thecause 
in which the men composing a large and 
discil'lined army, are li^rhting, is not the 
controlling theme of rellection with them 
in the liour of battle. And whatever of 
that extreme <iualily which we name des- 
peration they may exhibit in such an hour, 
is the" result, as we h^\ e said, of exclusively 
jirraou'd prosprci.s and tho balanoii of OOO- 
fii< ting personal perils.

The Rivkr commenced rising again on 
Thursday niglit, and up to yesterday morn- 
ing it had risen three inches, and during 
the day, up to dark last evening, it had 
risen about three inches more, making a 
rise in the previous twenty-four hours of 
six inches. That at the present htage of 
water is a verv heavy rise, with almost con- 
tinuous rainy weather all day, and more 
rain last night. The tbermomitar was at 
41. The rain, however, was not knary, or 
else we miglil fear a llotvl. 

JJy the canal marks at the foot of the falls 
there were lort3 - two leet seven inches wa- 
ter iu the channel of the river. OntbolhUa, 
however, there were less than ten Cm! Wa- 
ter over all obstructions. 

The two huge iron-clad monitors, the Ca- 
hawba ami Oneita, from Cincinnati, came 
<lown ye>U rday under convoy of the Groes- 
beek, ai;d d< -'cended the falls under the 
guidance of Capt. Varble. The monitors 
bore the appearance, in the river, at a dis- 
tance, of rafts. They were drawing about 
fourtien feel water, we understand, and 
went over the fails Lu safety and uninjured. 

The river is now, we thinlc, higher than 
at any former period for one year, but if 
the telegraphic report be true tnat the river 
at Cincinnati yesterdaj' had fallen eight In- 
ches, no apprehensions need be entertained 
of an overllow. The rains which appear to 
be general, though not heavy, wiil cause 
another rise in the tributaries, but unless 
1 bo Kentucky river takes a tie<'ond rise, (it 
was falling at the last accounts,) the npoer 
streams will not do more tliaa probably 
keep tlie river here at ita p r e s e n t high rtnge. 
It is now a mighty river in volume and ex- 
tent, with a channel depth for over 7S0 
mile- of its course, to float the hea^tort 
vessel that ever sailed the sea.
